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For  the  purposes  of  this  bibliography  airport  access  is  defined  as  trans- 
porting passengers  and  baggage  by  any  mode  of  transportation  from  their 
origin  to  the  airport  or  from  the  airport  to  their  destination  within  the 
confines  of  an  urban  area.  Publications  dealing  with  traffic  circulation 
and  transportation  between  the  parking  area  and  the  terminal  building  are 
listed  here  under  the  heading  Ground  Transportation. 

Additional  references  to  access  can  be  found  in  airport  planning  and  de- 
sign studies;  also  in  many  of  the  hearings  relative  to  the  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Act  of  1964  and  amendments  thereto.
